‘Round & ’Round It Goes 


Town Hall Topic Is Perennial 


(A Townsman News Feature) 

At a June meeting of the com= 
mittee appointed to draw a five- 
year-plan for construction of 
municipal facilities, Selectman 
Philip K, Allen urged decision on 
a town hall site with the comment: 
“If we don’t do something soon, 
I’m afraid we’ll remain at dead 
center all summer.”’ 

Further prodding the committee, 
which is dominated by the five= 
member Board of Selectman, 
Austin Anderson of the Chamber 
of Commerce commented that the 
whole long drawn out town hall 
affair was becoming laughable and 
that the selectmen would be doing 
themselves and this community a 
disservice if they did not come to 
a prompt conclusion, 

The committee did vote that 
night and a week later the Select- 
men concurred with the majority 
view. They gave _ conditional 
approval to the Musgrove Building 
area as THE locationfor a munici= 
pal office building and authorized 
the town manager to have skétches 
drawn from which the selectmen 
could determine just how much of 
a heavily blighted area would have 
to be bought up to make room for 
a 21,000 sq. ft., ‘‘Colonial’’ town 
hall, plus adequate parking space 
for employees and visitors, The 
big IF?

Musgrove site remains the favorite 
and if the whole of the area under 
consideration is finally decided 
upon as necessary or desirable, 
voters can expect to be called 
together for a special town meeting 
sometime this fall.

Charles H, McNamara, Come 
missioner, Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, has announced 
that the first find of the European 
chafer has been found in Massa«= 
chusetts, An intensive trapping 
and detection program is now in 
progress to delimit the infesta= 
tion, which is located mainly in 
the Metropolitan Boston area, 

The European chafer is a 
damaging insect of meadows, pas= 
tures, lawns, turf, winter grain 
and legumes. The grubs of this 
insect feed on roots of plants, 
They create unsightly barren spots 
that make the soil subject to rapid 
erosion, Heavy infestations can 
cause serious crop damage, 

The European chafer was first 
found in the United States in 1940 
in Wayne County, New York, It is 
believed to have entered this 
country from Europe in the late 
1920’s or early 1930’s, In 1951 
an infestation of the pest was found 
in Meriden, New Haven County, 
Connecticut, In 1954 another in« 
festation, now eradicated, 
appeared in Capon Bridge, West 
Virginia, In 1960 the first New 
Jersey infestation was found inthe 
Jersey City-Bayonne area of Hud= 
son County, and in 1963 the first 
Pennsylvania infestation was found 
in Erie County, In 1965 the pest 
was discovered in Ohio, New York 
State is the only area in this 
country where the Europeanchafer 
occurs extensively, In Canada it 
is established in the vicinity 
of Niagara Falls, Ontario, 

The Massachusetts Department 
of Agriculture has conducted sur 
veys and trapping programs for 
this pest since 1960,

A Blue Ribbon Farce? 


If other hearings held across the state to collect in- 
formation for a Legislature contemplating Civil Service 
Reform produce as little critical comment as the session 
held in Lawrence last week, the whole procedure will 
prove a waste of time and money. 

Had it not been for the detailed criticisms and sugges- 
tions offered by Andover’s town manager and for the com- 
ments of a Methuen selectman and the top executive at 
Danvers State Hospital, the Blye Ribbon Commission 
might have left town feeling it had just sat in on a meeting 
of a well organized Civil Service Fan Club. 

As it was, the commission did hear testimony from at 
least a few administrators willing to go on record as 
finding fault with certain aspects of the Commonwealth’s 
Civil Service procedures. And they heard it in spite of the 
fact that a vocal veterans’ claque attempted to focus full- 
time attention on just one issue — that of absolute 
veterans’ preference. 

Unfortunately those who spoke for reform represented 
the smaller communities in the Greater Lawrence network 
and they received no public support from the mayor or 
legislative representatives appearing for the major popula- 
tion center, the City of Lawrence. These officials con- 
tented themselves with the taking of a politically popular 
stand in favor of continued unconditional preference for 
veterans’ in hiring. 

The veterans’ preference question is one that must be 
resolved if the state is to develop any sort of improved 
personnel system for the Commonwealth and its municipal- 
ities. No doubt about it. Informed critics claim this feature 
of the law discourages numbers of promising young people 
from seeking career positions in government at the very 
time wher conditions demonstrate this state is in 
desperate need of a fresh cadre of well trained, dedicated 
public servants. 

But this issue must not be allowed to develop as the 
theme for the battle cry of those opposed to any Civil 
Service reform. If it does, several other significant crit- 
icisms will be obscured by the smoke screen. 

Perhaps such a state-dominated system of personnel 
administration is not, as was suggested at the hearing, 
effective when adapted for municipal use. Certainly it is 
in direct opposition to the principle of Home Rule to 
deliver the primary responsibility for hiring, firing and 
disciplining of many city and town employees into the 
hands of state officials. It seems practical to assume that 
municipalities could, within guidelines established for 
the protection of employee rights, develop systems of 
personnel administration more suited to varied local 
conditions. At least this is a possibility that should be 
fully explored by the General Court. 

And further: It takes no special knowledge of Civil 
Service procedures for even the untutored citizen to 
deduce that there must be a need for improved recruitment 
and testing techniques. One has only to observe the 
caliber of people holding down some Civil Service jobs 
and to note the flurry of political boot-licking that pre- 
cedes appointments from preference lists for certain types 
of positions in politically oriented communities to con- 
clude that the state’s Civil Service system does not 
always result in the hiring of the cream of the crop in the 
fairest possible manner. 

These and a great many other factors must be studied in 
detail by the General Court’s Blue Ribbon Commission if 
it is to recommend any legislative action that will be in 
the best interest of all the people of the State of Massa- 
chusetts. 


Belated Comment 


The Andover Chamber of Commerce deserves a word 
of praise for what it has made out of its annual Sidewalk 
Bazaar. 

Sure the merchants make money on it, or at least work 
hard in the attempt. At its core, the bazaar is still a retail 
sales promotion deliberately scheduled to wheedle shop- 
pers in an admittedly slack selling season. 

But the Chamber has made something more of it. By 
drawing civic, fraternal and church organizations into the 
fray and providing them with an opportunity to raise funds 
for worthy projects, Andover businessmen have created 
the one event of the year that pulls people from every

gether, visit up and down Main Street and laugh together

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A Senator Explains 


From the Office 
Leverett Saltonstall. 


More than half of the world’s 
population is hungry. Theirs is not 
the hunger we may feel before meal 
time, but chronic undernourish- 
ment resulting not alone from 
a lack of food but the lack of proper 
food, In many of the developing 
nations, the diet consists almost 
entirely of food derived from 
cereals or vegetables, These 2 
billion people get no protein, and 
it is this majority of the world’s 
population which is rapidly ex- 
panding so that each year the 
problem is compounded, The world 
population is expected to double 
in the next 40 years, 

Here at home our principal 
source of protein is meat, It is 
in plentiful supply, and we pre= 
sently export considerable quanti 
ties, principally to Europe, The 
people who most need the protein 
cannot afford high-cost meat, 
Where then are we to look for a 
low-cost supply of protein for 
today’s hungry world and a supply 
that can be expanded to meet the 
rapidly growing need? 

As we look at our globe, we 
are immediately struck by the 
fact that much of it is blue- 
oceans! More than 2/3 of theearth 
is underwater and in these waters 
is a self-replenishing source of 
protein, The Bureau of Commer= 
cial Fisheries of the United States 
Department of the Interior es= 
timates that using present fishing 
methods, these unexploited ocean 
wildernesses could produce 500 
billions pounds of fish annually 
without upsetting the natural 
balance of the seas, 

More than 85 percent of this 
potential harvest goes to waste, 
More than 1/2 of the fish caught 
in the waters off our own shores 
are thrown overboard because 
there is no market for them. If 
we were to develop cultivation and 
harvesting techniques for the seas 
to match those which have been 
developed for agriculture, what 
might we reap from the oceans? 

But this is solving only one part 
of our problem, The preservation, 
preparation, transportation of fish 
are expensive, For this reason this 
vast potential has not been 
exploited, 

We know that there have been 
efforts to preserve fish from the 
beginning of recorded time, The 
wall decorations of early Egyptian 
tombs show pictures of servants 
curing fish with salt, the same 
process for salt cod that we re= 
member being used at Gloucester, 
The ancient Greeks and Romans 
produced a seasoning from fish by 
reducing it to an amino acid con= 
centrate, This process was never 
widely used in Western Europe, 
and it did not come to our country 
as a part of our basic diet, But 
it did spread to the Near and Far 
East and plays a very important 
role in the manufacture of 
fermented pastes and sauces made 
from fish and shrimp, 

For some years, scientists have 
been experimenting with this latter 
type of process in an effort to find 
some method of extracting protein 
from fish that would provide an 
inexpensive diet supplement in 
those areas where the population 
is protein starved,

Fish Protein Concentrate 


The Food and Agriculture Or- 


ganization of the United Nations 
recognized the valuable potential 
of this concept and United States 
manufacturers have developed 
techniques for extracting an al- 
most pure protein concentrate 
from whole fish, Of course the 
entire New England Congressional 
Delegation was very much in= 
terested in this process, and a 
petition was made to the Food and 
Drug Administration of the Depart- 
ment of Health, Education, and 
Welfare to have the product 
declared acceptable for consump= 
tion in the United States, It would 
not be wise to send overseas a 
product that we did not consider 
good enough for ourselves even 
though there probably will never 
be much of a market for a protein 
concentrate here at home, 


The Food and Drug Administra= 
tion denied the petition on the 
grounds that any such product made 
from whole fish would be un= 
acceptable on aesthetic grounds to 
the American consumer, even 
though the National Academy of 
Sciences found that “‘the process 
is safe, nutritional, wholesome, 
and fit for human consumption,’’ 
Representatives from other 
coastal states and those who felt 
as we did, that a hungry world 
should not be deprived of this pro= 
cess, joined in an effort to find a 
means of convincing the FDA that 
an acceptable product could be 
made, I remember that Senator 
Douglas of Illinois made one of 
his most amusing and pointed 
speeches on fish protein concen= 
trate, It was just after Halloween 
and the Senator arrived on the 
Senate floor with what looked like 
a trick or treat bag from which he 
produced, to the delight of the 
galleries, one after another pro» 
duct approved for domestic con= 
sumption by the FDA which appare 
ently thought they were acceptable 
to the American public on aesthetic 
grounds, There were fried ants, 
chocolate covered bumblebees, 
whole octopi, snakes, snails and 
eels; a shopping list which must 
have substantially reduced the 
appetites of some Senators that 
evening, 


The Bureau of Commercial 
Fisheries was authorized by the 
Congress to study the several 
methods of producing fish protein 
concentrate, establish an ex= 
perimental plant at the University 
of Maryland and hopefully to estab- 
lish standards for a product that 
would prove acceptable to the FDA. 

The experimental plant has con= 
centrated on a solvent - extraction 
process based onthe use of isopro= 
panol, chemically related to an 
alcohol used in medicines and in- 
dustrial dehydrating agents, White 
hake, plentiful in New England 
waters, has been used at the ex= 
perimental plant, 

The final product is a fine white 
salt - tasteless and odorless ~ that 
can be produced for about 7 cents 
a pound, a week’s protein supply 
for an individual, 

Another problem which we en- 
countered resulted from a mis-= 
nomer, Fish protein concentrate 
has been called ‘‘fish flour’’ and 
representatives of wheat producing 
states have been antagonistic be-

A significant number of Ameri= 
can elementary school textbooks 
present an unrealistic picture of 
the world and are tinged with 
racism and anti-democratic, anti 
foreign and anti-intellectual atti~ 
tudes to judge by findings of 
a special project staff at the Lin= 
coln Filene Center, Tufts Uni- 
versity, 

As part of a survey sponsored 
by the U. S. Office of Education, 
the project staff found that the 24 
texts studied generally failed to 
present the values necessary to 
‘intelligent literacy and undere 
standing in group relations,” 

Headed by Dr. John S, Gibson, 
acting director of the Center, the 
staff consists of Dr, Jean D. 
Grambs, associate professor of 
education at the University of 
Maryland, and personnel from the 
Center, 

According to the study, the great 
majority of the texts communicate 
the following values: 

1, That the most important thing 
a child can be is clean and well 
mannered, 

2. That the ideal American 
family is characterized mainly by 
cooperativeness, cleanliness, 
safety-orientedness, and white 
skin, 

8, That the ideal American 
family has been here for a long 
time, lives at a point fairly re= 
mote from its relatives, and owns 
its own home, 

4, That America got to be the 
way it is today because of the ax, 
the hoe, the plow, and the gun, 
aided by thrift, endurance, and 
bravery in the face of over- 
whelming physical and natural 
odds. 

5. That the fact that other

Gallery Reinstalls Exhibit 
Explaining Art Criticisms 


The exhibition, ‘‘Terms of 
Criticism,”® has been reinstalled 
at the Addison Gallery of Ameri- 
can Art, Phillips Academy, and 
will continue to be shown through 
the 3rd of October. 

The purpose of the exhibit, as 
noted in the introductory ex= 
planatory iabel, is to provide ‘‘a 
clearer understanding of what 
critical terms actually mean by 
illustrating them with specific ob= 
jects of art’’ and at the same time 
to furnish ‘ta clearer insight to 
the nature of art through different 
ways of thinking about it,’® Ac- 
cordingly, drawings, paintings and 
sculpture are displayed with a 
series of brief comments dis= 
cussing each work of art from a 
particular point of view. Such 
terms as simile, metaphor, hyper= 
bole, meiosis, allegory, exposi= 
tion, satire, irony, objectivity, 
subjectivity, and some five dozen 
similar terms, are examples of 
the sort of vocabulary whichtends 
to bedevil teacher and pupil alike, 

The introduction cautions the 
reader that although such terms 
may be considered as ‘‘signposts 
that identify methods of analyzing, 
they are words ordinarily used in 
analyzing writing and do not often 
serve in the criticism of painting 
or sculpture, Consequently, the 
exhibition runs the risk of 
producing misleading inferences.” 
And it is at this point that the 
visiting language teacher must step 
in, Nevertheless, the chief intent 
of the exhibit, as an educational 
display, is to help the teacher 
emphasize ‘‘the importance of 
ideas or concepts which find exe 
pression in different ways ace 
cording to the kind of medium 
employed - sights, sounds, 
words,’® and so to help him 
broaden his students’ horizons and 
develop their powers of clear 
thinking, 

Among the 84 works culled from 
the Addison Gallery Collection to 
construct the exhibit are drawings 
by such a variety of artists as 
George Bellows, Arthur Dove, 
Robert Motherwell, Saul Steinberg, 
Thomas Nast; paintings by Wash= 
ington Allston, Asher Durand, 
Thomas Eakins, Hans Hofmann, 
Edward Hopper, George Luks, 
Charles Sheeler, Mark Tobey; 
sculpture by Alexander Archi- 
penko, Alexander Calder, John 


Flannagan, Dimitri Hadzi, Gaston 


Lachaise, Augustus St, Gaudens, 
Hugh Townley; all are counter= 
posed, not according to style or 
date, but in relation to the par= 
ticular, critical term each has been 
selected to illuminate, Installed in 
this fashion, the exhibition affords 
even the seasoned person in the 
field of art a fresh opportunity to 
examine well-known examples 
from an unexpected and, hopefully, 
enlightening point of view. From 
this standpoint, the exhibition 
should be of interest to teachers 
and students of art, as well as of 
English and other languages,
